Censor, which took place yesterday 
afternoon at a private nursing home 
in Dublin. y his death Dublin 
loses one of its outstanding figures, 
its- most brilliant wit and conver- 


isationalist, one of its kindest citizens, 


a man who loved Dublin, and whom 
Dublin loved in return. He was 
born in Lime street in 1870, and went 
to the Christian Brothers’ School in 
Westland row. His formal school- 
ing was a very small part of his 
education. When he left school he 
took up clerical work in the service 
of the Dublin Gas Company, in 
‘whose service he continued for about

57 years. He moved into a circle 
which contained some of thé most, 
intelligent and best read-men of the 
Dublin of his day. 

The most important man ‘in -this 
circle, so far as public affairs were 
concerned, was Arthur Griffith, and:

Montgomery and Arthur Griffit!:. 
The two men had a deep interest 
in literature.

- For- 
tunately he continued to be asso- 
ciated with the film censorship as 
adviser and assistant . io. his 
successor, Dr. Richard Hayes. 
Mr. Montgomety’s first wife. was 
Miss Kate Clancey, and they had one 
daughter, Eva, now Mrs “dac 
O'Leary.

They had three children, 
of whom the eldest, Niall, is an 
architect in the Board of Works.
